The limitations recited in the independent claim 1 of a wheeled dolly having a convertible 
chair and used in either an upright and static mode or a transporting mode and comprising a 
fi*ame composed of a pair of spaced apart elongated tubular members with a U-shaped handle 
connecting their top ends and a fixed bracing support joining their bottom ends and having 
wheels spaced vertically along the elongated members and spaced from a rolling surface when 
the dolly is in the upright static mode and wherein the dolly has a pivotal platform hingedly 
mounted along a midpoint of the elongated members and wherein the pivotal platform is 
supportable by a pivotal leg remote from the elongated members and extendable from a position 
adjacent to the platform to a position perpendicular to the platform when supporting the platform 
as a chair when the dolly is in the upright and static mode, together with the other recited 
structures of the dolly are not found in the prior art of record nor may be derived from any 
reasonable combination to be made therefrom.
